Hereupon in the ginning of 'the- Year of 
Chriſt, Three Hundred and Fhree, in March, thete 
was Publiſhed by Diocleſian and Maximian an Edi; 
That all Chriſtians ſhould be Compelled thrqughour 
the World to Sacrifice to the Gods, that all their 
Books and Monuments ſhould be burnt; their 
Churches: pulPd: down , their Biſhops and Inferior 
Clergy be cut off,- and all means uftd that was'poſſi- 
ble to-Extirpate this New Se&t of Men, the Enemies 
of the Gods, and of the Empire, from off the Face 
of the Earth 3 upon which enſued the moſt univer- 
{al Perſecurion that ever had been, for it Extended& 
from the Iriſh-Sea in the Wepf; +o the River Togris in 
the Eaſt, and'from the Rhine and the Dannbe in the 
North, to the Mountains of Atlas in the South : No 
City, Nation, or Province, no Sex, or Age, no 
Quality, or Eſtate, was Exempted ; and it laſted 
Ten Years without any intermiffion under Dzoclefiax 
and: Mzximianus, Galerivs and Severus, Maxentius 
and Licinw-; till in the latter end of the Year 'Fhree 
Hundred and Thirteen, Conſtantine the Great havin 
Conquered" Maxentiw, and cut off: Maximianus, an 
Gaferins being by the Hand of God cut off by a 
Dreadful and' Loathſome Diſeaſe, an Edit was Pub- 
liſhed at Mzlan by Conſtantine and Licinims, in fa- 
vour of the Chriſtians, who were not only permit- 
ted the Free Exerciſe of their Religion, but had the 
Favour of -the Prince, and the Security of the Laws; 
turned on their fide.

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How did the-Chriſtians now behave themſelves in 
this great and ſudden Change, from an Abyſs of Mi- 
ſery, to the heighth of Temporal Felicity * Why, I 
aſſure you, though Dzocleſian» was then Living, and 
an Abdicated Prince, there was not one Facobste in 
that Age, . not one Chriſtian that ſcrupled to Swear 
Allegiance to Conſtartine and Licinixe:; that Branch 
of the DoQtrine of Paſſive-Obedience, which gives 
the Clergy a Right to determine the Rights of Prin- 
ces, was then not known,. not mentioned ; And 
when Lirinius too returned to his Paganiſm, and fell 
a Perſecuting, he was ſoon after Abdicated and De- 
poſed too, not by the Biſhops, or Pope, but by Cor- 
ſfantine too, and he found,never a efaeebite to. Pout,, 
and Murmur, and Plot ,. fgr him. neither, 


_ Why, theſe Men had fuffered- enough of; all.Con-- 
ſcience to ſatisfie them, that thongs they might not 
draw their Swords againſt their Pagan Perſecuti 
Princes, yet God had not tied up his own hands too, 
but he might Raiſe up a! Prince of Orange, that was 
no Subject to Galerius, Severus, Maxentins, or Lici« 
#izs, but equal, and no more.than equal, to the beſt 
of them in Authority, though inferior at firſt to any. 
of them in Extent of Dominions, and he by, the fa- 
vour of God upon his Arms might lawfully pull thoſe 
Tyrants.from, their Thrones, and Diveſt them of 
that Power, which being given them by God for the: 

ood of Men, they had abuſed,. to the Ruin of his 
Church, the Deſtruction of true Piety, the Encou- 
m_— of Perjury, Idolatry, -and all manner of 

ackedneſs,. and as much as in them lay, to the De-- 
folation of the World.

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' In our Revotution, which produced this Monſter 
of Ingratitude to God and our Deliverers; In Tre. 
land where the Storm fell heavier, and laſted longer, 
the very Vexation taught Men more Wit, and t 
of that Nation that have not been ſince in Exglend. 
will ſcarce believe we have any Facobites, at leaſt no 
Swearing Jacobztes. But of this hereafter. 


What Return did the Primitive Chriſtians make to 
ſo —_— a Deliverance ? Why, they fent Vol- 
lies of Praiſes and Hymns to Heaven, and Watered 
the Earth with Floods of Fears, proceeding from 
Raptures of Joy and Gratitude ; and the new builr 
Churches were filed with the Praiſes of Ged, and 
Prayers for their Conftentine, and few Sermons end- 
ed without a bitter InveQtive agaiuft thoſe Enemies 
of God, and his Church, ''-who had fo long-and'ſo fu- 
riouſly endeavoured to deſtroy them and their Reli-

; | 'This Joy was very ſhort, for the Chriftians were 
no-ſooner delivered! from the heavy Preſſure of the 
a Perſecutions, but they preſently fell into 
iſms, Herefies, and Diviſtions amongſt them, 
whieh-were almoſt as troubleſome, and much more 
infamous and deftruQive to- the Church, -than- the 
worſt of the Pagan Perſecutions. Donatw- in AfFice, 
and Ariws a diſcontented Prieſt of Alexandria in Af- 
gypt, were the Authors of theſe New Troubles. And 
now thoſe Biſhops and Holy Men-who-had ſuſtained 
the Pagan Fury of the Perſecutions with-a Patience: 
and Union, - that made them-Revered by the Pagan 
World, as Men of a Divine Spirit, being fired-each 
againſt the other by their Domeſtick Animoſities and 
| Diviltons, 
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Diviſions, treated each- other with ſo much Paſſion, 
and fo little ReſpeR, that both Parties became Ridi- 
culous to the Unconverted Pagans ; and the Thea. 
cers, and other places of Publick Converſation, -were 
filled with the Brangles and Argaments of Diſagree- 
ing Chriftians,- and the Scoifs, Sarcaſms, and' bitter 
Reflections of the Pagan Wits. Donatzze began his 
Schiſm- a little hefore the Peace of the Church, and 
Arias his Hereſie in Three Hundred and Fifteen, but 
Two Years after it. The firſt of theſe could never 
be ended bur with the utter Ruin of the 4frican 
Church, by the Goths and Vandals, Moors and Ara- 
bians ; and the latter was not brought into any Order 
till the Reign of Theodoſiws the Great, very near One 
Hundred Years after. | 


' TI ſpeak nor this to Excite your Wonder, or your 
Paſſions, but to Allay them ; the Church of Eng/end 
has within half a Century of Years ſuffered 'Pwo 
bitter ſharp Perfecutions, one from the Diſſexters, 
and the other from the Roman Catholicks ; and ſhe has 
ftood againſt them both, and maintained her Union ; 
but no ſooner was ſhe almoſt Miraculoufly delivered 
from the latter, but like the Primitive Church, ſhe 
became divided by the Enemy of Mankind within 
her ſelf. The Term of Church of Ezgland Men will 
no longer ſerve us, but Jacobite, and Wilkiamite, 
Smearers, and Non-Swearers, muſt be brought in 
too ; thoſe that had lived together from their Infan- 

with the greateſt Love, and Peace, and Charity, 
that was poſhible, are become Strangers, nay Enemies 
to each other, and Treat one the other with Con- 
tempt, Slander and Defame one the other, to the 


great Divertiſement and the Entertainment of the 
Papiſts, 
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Papiſts, Atheiſts, and Diſſenters, and to the endan-
